Women Pickets Put 


Jail by Deputies 


CAMBRIDGE, June 8.— An Ohio 


National Guard aviator dropped 
gas bombs onto a. crowd of rioting 
strike pickets and forced them to 
retreat in disorder during a clash 
late yesterday with Guernsey-co 
sheriffs deputies, *tate militia of- 
ficers reported today. 


The trouble started after Sheriff 


Gracey and deputies arrested two 
women pickets for allegedly ston- 


cars 
transporting 
workmen 


ployed at the Harriett mine. 
Men pickets attacked the deput- 


ies, swinging clubs. 


FLEW FROM CADIZ 


Unable to quell the disturbance, 


a hurry call was put in by the 
sheriff for the state militia plane 
quartered at Cadiz. Lt. Carl Bush- 
ong flew to the mine at once, 
dropped tear gas bombs, and broke 
up the battle. 


Sheriffs deputies then took the 


women pickets away to jail while 
the men, including husbands of the 
women, hooted and jeered, the 
militiamen said. The women will be 
arraigned later. Women and chil- 
dren have both been used in 
picket lines recently, the officers 
stated. 
None was injured in the skirmish, 
although it lasted 
for

minutes, it vi-. reported. The 
Harriett mine _ .seated about six 
miles from Cambridge.

have a complete physical examina- 
tion. This should be made early, 
preferably before the fourth month 
From then on, the patient should 
report at least once a month to the 
physician.

pressure tested. 


The clothing should be comfort- 


able and loose fitting. After the 
fourth month it is advisable to 
wear clothing that hangs from the 
shoulders and not from the waist 
Tight, round, elastic garters, as 
well as snug belts, collars and 
shoes should be avoided. Severe 
and annoying backache can be pre- 
sented by wearing low-heeled and 
loosely fitting shoes.
